CHEAP LABOK. 


Since the abolition of slavery in 
Cnba that country finds herself 
with a deficient labor supply, and 
the prohibition agaivst the impor- 
tation of free negroes is to be re- 
pealed. Yet there is not sufficient 
inducement to attract free white 
laborers from Europe to Cuba, and 
why? Because all her industries 
have been built up on a. basis of 
cheap slave labor, and could not be 
maintained if the prices demanded 
by white laborers had to be paid. 
The recently enfranchised blacks 
have not yet acquired the 
needs and habits of intelli- 
gent free laborers, and their labor 
is little better compensa than it 
was when they were slaves. Free 
white laborers cannot go to Cuba 
and compete with the blacks, who 
now occupy about the same relation 
to the former that Chinese do to 
Americans and Europeans. Unre- 
stricted Chinese immigration would 
in time produce in the United 
States the same conditions that now 
exist in Cuba, viz.: an insufficient 
supply of labor, and yet an inability 
to pay the rate of wages needed to 
support a laboring population in 
comfort. 


Governor Irwin of Idaho, being 
asked, Are Mormons indifferent 
to the laws of the United States?“ 
replied, ‘‘“Mormons are more dis- 
loyal to this government than the 
most uncivilized race on the face of 
the earth. In their processions they 
treat with contempt the flag of our 
country.

“You can ask the jury whether they 
have any communication to make to 
the Court,“ said Judge Wylie to the 
crier, when the Criminal Court reas- 
sembled this morning. The crier 
soon returned with a message, that the 
jury desire to communicate with the 
Court. They filed into the room, not 
apparently the worse for their confine- 
ment. When they were seated the 
Judge said: 

Gentlemen of the jury—The Court 
has sent for you for the purpose of in- 
quiring whether you have any com- 
munication to make.“ 

The foreman iu reply stated that 
the jury had agreed upon a verdict, 
anda painful silence fell upon the 
court roem only to be broken by wild 
shouts of applause when, in clear 
tones, the voice of the foreman called 
out the verdict of Not Guilty.“ 
Immediately the decorum of the Court 
was forgotten and cheers resounded 
from all quarters of the crowded 
room. Mrs. S. W. Dorsey sprang to 
her feet, while tears streamed down 
her cheeks, and other ladies 
were silentiy weeping. Davidge 
asked to have the verdict recorded, 
which was done, while the deputy 
marshals were vainly endeavoring to 
quell the tumult. S. W. Dorsey and 
Brady were the recipients of warm 
congratulations, and as they left the 
court-room they were greeted with 
renewed cheers by the crowd in front 
of the City Hall. When order was 
restored, by reason of defendants and 
friends leaving the room, the Judge, 
with afew words, discharged the jury. 
In the ante-rooms and halls the jury 
was beset by a throng of interested 
persons, prominent among them be- 
ing the defendants, Mrs. S. W. Dorsey 
and Miss Peck, who thanked them for 
their verdict with tears in their 
eyes. By the time the forman 
reached the side-walk.the large crowd 
assembled there burst into cheers, 
which were renewed as each juror 
made his way out of the Court- House. 
The -foreman stated that five ballots 
were taken by the jury. The first 
ballot was upon the question of the 
existence of a conspiracy, and the 
ballot resulted in three for and nine 
against conspiracy; on the second 
ballot the nine was increased to ten, 
although the vote was then upon the 
innocence or guilt of defendants. 
This vote remained unchanged until 
about 8 o’clock this morning, when an 
acquittal was agreed upon. 

A Son Shoots and Kills the Mur- 

derer of His Father. 
UntontTown, Pa., June 14. 

The shooting of N. L. Dukes last 
evening, the slayer of Captain A. C. 
Nutt, by the son of the latter, was the 
all-absorbing topic to-day. The ex- 
citement has completely subsided, 
however, and everyone, apparently, 
is breathing a sigh of relief, now that 
the last chapter has been added to the 
tragedy. The Coroner's jury resumed 
investigation this morning. Only one 
witness testified. Lasi night police- 
man Pegg testified that he was 
Standing on Tremont corner when 
be heard a pistol shot fired; 
witness looked around and saw Dukes 
leaving the corner of Pittsburg street 
as the first shot was fired. As he 
looked in the postoffice door Nutt 


fired before officer Pegg made the 
arrest. John R. Wilson testified as to 
being in front of the postoffice after 
the shots had been fired. Witness 
saw a man come around the corner 
and another after him; went to the 
postoffice door and there saw Dukes 
lying on the floor. The testimony 
of Lucius Martin was corroborative of 
the above. After hearing several 
more witnesses the jury returned with 
the following verdict: 

“We find that said Nicholas L. 
Dukes came to his death from wounds 
received from a revolver, fired in the 
hands of James Natt, on the corner of 
Maine and Pittsburg in 
Uniontown, on the lach day of une, 
about the hour of 7:15 0’clock v. u. 

The Chronicle of Uniontown says: 
A vile rumor became current here to- 
day through the instrumentality of 
Dukes’ friends, that Mrs. Nutt, widow 
of Captain Nutt, had encouraged her 
son to attack and slay Dukes. It is 
stated on good authority that Dukes 
met young Nutt on the street anp 
laughed in his face in a sneering 
manner and thus himself e u

For teh years Peavine mining 
district has had a black eye, and 
for no good reason. It was, no 
doubt; tortured into inflated promi- 
pence by speculators, and afterward 
wrecked to abandonment by men 
who induced credulous capitalists 
to invest in chimerical experi- 
ments. The money spent in this 
district would have been sufficient, 
if judiciously used, to demonstrate 
the real value of its ore, of which 
there is an abundance. 

Any person who views the wreck 
of things at Peavine, or Poedunk, 
as some callit, will at once con- 
clude that there was something 
wroug with the promoters“ of the 
camp. At the Paymaster mine 
there is abundant evidence that

Of eleven tests of the ore made 
in Reno, by working p the 
lowest was $29 40 per ton, and the 
highest $80 50. All these tests 
were made of one-pound samples, 
and the results astonished those 
who made the experiments.

When some real practical 
man—not one who wears gold 
tacles and talks Dutch—gets in 
there, and goes to work in a com- 
prehensive manger, the district 
wiil come to the front.
